one instance on record they found a 
home in the firebox of a temporarily 
abandoned locomotive. 


It is when they find entrance to 


some part of a house that they be- 
come the greatest nuisance, and it Is 
sometimes no easv matter to get rid 
of them. Beekeepera are often called. 
on for assistance in such cases, and 
the problem is not always easy of so- 
lution. 


If there are only one or two holes 


or cracks where the bees can enter, 
the simplest way is to close these up 
entirely with strips or chinks of cloth.

identified the body as that of hers. 
Relatives of the missing girl, how- 
ever, came here and disclosed the er- 
ror.

Accrued Interest. 


Apparently simple financial terms 


may be confusing to the inexperie- 
enced. 
Most women and not a few 


men would! shy at trying to define 
"accrued interest." 
Yet you see "ac- 


crued interest" included in the prices 
of bonds a dozen times a day. if you 
read financial news. It's a very sim- 
ple thing to get straight once and for 
all. 
To take the strange sounr out 


of "accrued interest" let us consider 
that you have a 11000 bond that ybu 
wish to sell. We will say that it is a 
6 per cent, bond and that the interest 
is payable January 1 and July 1 every 
year. 
You wish to get par, that is 


the bond's face value of $1000 and 
accrued interest for your bond. 
On 


May 1 you sell the bond at 11000 and 
accrued interest. 
Now the last in- 


terest payment was January 1. From 
January 1 to May 1, four months, the 
interest had been accruding, or ac- 
cumulating, but had not been paid 
because the coupons can be cashed 
only on interest-paying 
dates, Jan- 


uary 1 and July 1. That four months 
interest will not be paid until July 
1 at which tin^p the interest for the 
whole previous six months will be 
paid. 


Hence when you sell your bond on 


May 1 you charge the buyers for the 
four months interest which will be 
paid him July 1. 
You charge him 


$1000. the par value of the bond, plus 
$20.00 the amount of four months in- 
terest. 
On July 1, the next interest- 


paying date, the buyer of your bond 
receives $30, six months interest, al- 
though he has owned the bond only 
two months. 
Thus he gets back the 


S20 he paid you for four months ac- 
crued interest on the bond.
